Strong language and dueling accusations are 
headed into today’s meeting between Califomia 
State University and California Faculty 
Association officials in Sacramento to clanfy 
what the last best contract offer is. 

Sam Strafaci, head of the’ collective bargain- 
ing team for the CSU, said it is important that the 
two parties clarify their individual positions fol- 
lowing the rejection on Feb. 26 of a tentative 
contract by the CFA membership. 

CSU officials will want to know if the CFA 
still has its “high demands,” Strafaci said. 

The problem with negotiations is that CFA is 
asking for more than the CSU could ever pro- 
vide, Strafaci said. 

Today’s meeting convenes in the wake of a 
meeting supposedly scheduled for last 
Wednesday between the CFA and the CSU that 
never occurred. 

“There never was a meeting scheduled for 
Wednesday with the CFA,” said Ken Swisher, 
spokesman for the chancellor’s office.

According to Swisher, the chancellor offered to 
meet on March 10, but CFA officials never 
accepted or declined the invitation. 

“Several media outlets have reported that 
there was supposed. to be a meeting, but that just 
wasn't the case,” said Swisher. “High-ranking 
CFA officials have been passing out misinfor- 
mation.” 

_ But according to CFA information on its Web 
site, Chancellor Reed asked CFA president Terry 
Jones to arrange a meeting “as early a possible” 
between the two parties, 

Chancellor Reed’s office contends that no 
meeting was ever arranged between the two par- 
ties. 

Jeff Lustig, professor of government and 
president of the CFA unit at Sac State, said that 
Chancellor Reed’s failure to meet with CFA offi- 
cials shows “he is out of touch with the collec- 
tive bargaining process.” : 

“Reed does not value the collective bargain- 
ing relationship and without that line of commu- 
nication, how are you supposed to keep the

Egger blames rising food costs

Food Services on campus are reporting six- 
figure losses for the seventh consecutive year, 
said Elroy Littlefield, interim executive director 
of the CSUS Foundation. 

At the Feb. 26 CSUS Foundation Board of 
Directors meeting, Littlefield reported first and 
second quarter losses of $378,067 at campus 
eateries for the 1998-99 fis- 
cal year. 

“We can put excuses and 
excuses on the table,” 
Littlefield said of the contin- 
ued loss, “but at some point 
we have to get food services 
in order.” 

Reudi Egger, Food 
Services director, agreed that 
something had to be done 
concerning the inability of 
Food Services to generate a 
profit. 

“{ defend dining services 
because we could do a mar- 
velous job with all the fantas- 
tic people we have,” Egger 
said, “The problems are 
somewhere else.” 

Littlefield said Food 
Services has had a hard time adjusting to the 
recent expansion of services on campus includ- 
ing the most recent University Union expansion 
where delays were experienced in opening 
Gordito Burrito and PanAsia. 

“PanAsia is still not open,” said Littlefield. 

He said that the Foundation expects the 
eatery to open for business by mid-March. 

Littlefield also said that prolonged labor 
negotiations, demands for extended hours of

operations and food prices budgeted below actu- 
al food costs all contribute to the huge losses. 

He suggested that a change to business hours 
might be part of the solution. 

“We may need to make a decision about the 
hours that we operate,” said Littlefield. 

Business at campus eateries typically drops 
between the hours of 3 to 7 p.m. 

“We have to make a decision whether 


| changing business hours is acceptable or not,” 


said Littlefield. 

Egger blamed the high 
cost of some foods for the 
huge losses, saying that high 
costs makes turning a profit 
nearly impossible. 

An Odwalla drink, for 
example, may cost Food 
Services $2.10 and will be 
sold to the student for $2.55, 
he said. 


“T cannot pass on any- 


thing,” he said “It’s like a 
catch-22.” 

Littlefield said that the 
Foundation is eager to solve 
the problem and may con-. 
sider raising prices to do 
that. 

“We are reviewing our 
food costs,” Littlefield said. 
“Any price increases will be looked at as part of 
the budget process wefre doing night now.” 

Littlefield does not anticipate prices to 
increase anytime soon and said that the board 
will examine the Food Services budget at the 
next Foundation meeting on April 26. 

“We will be doing our budget for the next 
year and there should be some discussions about 
the most realistic budget for going forward,” 
said Littlefield. ,

Event center has support

The Fitness and Event Center Task Force 
released the results of a campus-wide survey 
Wednesday that showed nearly all of the students 
surveyed would use a fitness and event center if 
one was built on campus. 

The poll, taken between Feb. 21 and Feb. 28, 
revealed that 242 out of 257 students surveyed 
would use a campus fitness and event center. 
CSUS’ overall student population numbers over 
23,000 part- and full-time students. 

Students that participated in the poll included 
fraternity and sorority members, dorm residents, 
and people who visit the Multicultural Center, the 
Student Health Center and The Hive. 


“We are very happy to have received such a 
diverse sample of the student body in our poll 
results,” said Jason Bryant, chair of the task force. 

In the wake of the poll, members of the task 
force have renamed themselves Students for Better 
Health and are now planning to place a referendum 
on this year’s ASI ballot that would ask students to 
pay $12-20 per semester to build the center. The 
center has been estimated to cost $25-40 million, 
most of which would be funded by student fees.. 

Bryant said that neither the amount nor the 
length of time that the fee increase would be in 
effect has been determined, but remains optimistic 
about strong student support for the project. 

“ASI will most likely be able to provide the

Campus car theft rates nearly double last year

Car thefts at CSUS jumped more than 44 percent in 
1998 compared to 1997. The Student-Right-to-Know 
report, updated and published annually by University 
Police, says car thefts in 1998 totaled 61, in contrast to 27 


thefts reported in 1997. 


University police could not provide the number of cars 


stolen so far this year. 


According to John Hamrick, University Police investi- — 


gator, the high concentration of parked cars in Lot 4, Lot 6 
and Lot 10 make for the top three hardest hit parking lots 
on campus. Honda Accords and Civics are the top stolen 
vehicles, with Toyota Camrys, pickups and 4-Runners fol- 


lowing.

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Technology at CSUs uncertain 


$100 student fee is a possible option

The future of technology in the 
CSU is still up in the air nine months 
after the California Education 
Technology Initiative, an agreement 
with several corporations to provide 
technology to the CSU campuses, col- 
lapsed. 

The demise of CETI occurred 
when the corporate sponsors involved 
in the project were unable to find a way 
to develop a financial plan that would 
work to pay back any debts incurred by 
the project. 

“Down the line I think the CSU 
could successfully enter into a contract 
with an outside company if there is a 
way to keep a debt from incurming,” 
said Ken Swisher, spokesman for the 
chancellots office. |

After 
reading an article in Seventeen maga- 
zine about a gorgeous young blonde 
named Annette (Reese Witherspoon), 
who is staying pure until marnage, Se- 
bastian decides to set his sights on con- 
quering this difficult conquest. His sis- 
ter Kathryn thinks the feat is impossible 
and decides to wager him for the one 
thing he has wanted since their parents 
got married - her - while Kathryn stands 
to win Sebastian’s priceless 1956 Jaguar. 

The look of the film is partly new 
genre focused on the rich and the youth- 
ful. At first “Cruel Intentions” appears 

to be a clearer version of “Wild Things,” 
with the same type of role casting and 
devious intentions, but quickly opened

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itself up to a unique approach of telling 
a classic love story. 

In the beginning, the audience trying 
to imagine Gellar’s character as an evil 
vixen is difficult, but as the movie pro- 
gresses she slowly sinks into her part. 

However, the star of the show is eas- 
ily Ryan Phillippe. His character rapidly 
develops into the idol of modern twen- 
ty-somethings, making the movie so 
much more. interesting. His ability to 
accurately portray a cruel individual of 
little morals who is so completely tumed 
around is impressive. Following his last 
role in “54,” Phillippe delivers a per- 
formance much more demanding than 
his bartending experience opposite Mike 
Myers. 

Applause for another job well done 
belonged to “Dawson’s Creek’s” Joshua 
Jackson, who unfortunately gets little 
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screen time in this film. His few lines are 
funny and well delivered, but the story 
could have used more exposure of Se- 


bastian’s homosexual compadre. 


The script is well written, full of 
covert and several overt sexual innu- 
endoes, but the familiar plot with un- 
expected twists is what makes the movie 
worth seeing. A few blatant remarks 
and scenes about lust and sex can leave 
moral types blushing. Some scenes with 
heavy sexual content have a certain 
soft-porn appeal to them, but by the 
whistles and screams of the audience, 
most didn’t seem to mind. Exciting and 
devious, “Cruel Intentions” is a must- 
see.

Malkovich so expertly conveyed. In- 
stead, director Roger Kumble's take on 
the sexual hijinks of a wealthy family 
aims for pure shock value and fails mis- 
erably. 

The movie actually starts off quite 
well as a nasty black comedy. Gellar 
plays the super-rich Kathryn Merteuil, a 
devious New York brat who prides her- 
self on manipulating others.

Recently dumped by her beau Court, 
Kathryn seeks revenge on him through 
his new girlfriend Cecile (Selma Blair), 
a frumpy little virgin who has all the 
grace of Saturday Night Live's Mary 
Catherine Gallagher. Kathryn enlists the 
help of her stepbrother Sebastian (Ryan 
Phillipe) in an effort to deflower Cecile 
and thus break up her new relationship 
with Court. 

Sebastian agrees, but meanwhile sets 
his sights on more lucrative endeavors - 
- namely, seducing the headmaster's 
daughter Annette (Reese Witherspoon). 
But before Sebastian and Kathryn start 
their sexual escapades, they challenge 
one another to a wager: If she succeeds 
in her mission first, she gets Sebastian's 
1956 Jaguar, but if he beats her to it, he 
gets the one thing he's never been able to 
have -- her.

Kumble, who also wrote the screen- 
play, serves up so much politically in- 
correct, sexually charged dialogue in 
scenes with Kathryn that Cruel Inten- 
tions works for a while. 

As if Kathryn's naughty mouth was- 
n't enough, Kumble indulges in even 
more shocking scenes, including a 
lengthy French kiss between Kathryn 
and Cecile so gratuitous it makes the 
film all the more obnoxious. ) 

Somehow, Witherspoon (Pleas- 
antville), the best actress of the bunch, 
gets stuck with the most dreadfully inane 
dialogue, which is a major disappoint- 
ment considering her talents. 

Also, Gellar's role, as showy as it is, 
doesn't call for much. Kathryn has all 
the depth of a fortune cookie, generally 
spitting out lines like "I want to f***!" 
like she's ordering pizza. Aside from 
strutting around in stiletto heels, Gellar 
doesn't have much to do besides look 
sexy. At least she does that well. 

Phillipe, on the other hand, fares even 
worse. He seems to be channeling 
Leonardo DiCapnio's performance from 
William Shakespeare's Romeo and Juli- 
et, which isn't exactly the best source 
material to pull from. Never before have 
the words "I love you" come out so 
dreadfully wrong, inspiring laughter 
when they were meant seriously. 

By the time the painfully silly finale 
transpires in which Kumble tacks on a 
blatant Titanic rip, Cruel Intentions fiz- 
zles beyond redemption into a cata- 
strophic mess of absurdity. One can only 
look back to the tart first 15 minutes of 
the film and ask why they had to ruin the 
remainder with run-of-the-mill Holly- 
wood garbage. If there's any reason at all 
to see Cruel Intentions, it's Gellar's sex- 

crazed turn as Kathryn. Having to sit 
through the rest of the film, however, is 
just plain cruel. .

crisis with no end in sight. 


Where are Chicano-Latino 
politics headed? Nowhere! 


I don’t know if you heard about it, but last Tuesday, there 
was a lot of heat and passion in the Redwood Room of our 
very own University Union. Now before you start thinking 
things, I should tell you that everybody had their clothes on. 
But what was going on that evening was 
supposed to be a debate between a panel 
of two liberal and two conservative 
activists in the Latino community. 

Yet despite the advertisement of a 
debate about “which way 
Chicano/Latino politics are moving into 
a new century,” there was, surprisingly, 
no real debate at all! Instead, one side, 
on which the overwhelming majority of 
the audience weighed in, used the other | 
side as a straw man, beating to a pulp je 
issues and concepts which were not 
“theirs,” and only reinforced their own 
ways of thinking. a): 

The event was hosted by the i 
Democratic Socialists of America Latino Commission, New 
Raza Left, Zapatista Solidarity Committee, CSUS Ethnic 
Studies Department, and the Sacramento Activist Training 
Center - not exactly what you would call a politically main- 
Stream bunch of groups. The debate was structured so as to 
allow audience members to come up to a microphone and 
directly ask questions to either side or individual of the 
panel. In theory, this would provide a productive forum for 
reaching common ground between groups, pursuing the 
truth, uniting behind shared goals, with the audience mem- 
bers leaving the forum having achieved real learning and 
understanding and better equipped to move forward togeth- 
er. But in reality, my idealistic dream turned out to be a 
nightmare. 

The session was filled and overflowing with gaps in logic 
and fallacies of every kind: epithets, slippery slope argu- 
ments, false dichotomy (either/or) aiguments, emotionally- 
loaded language, and circular reasoning. Speaker after 
speaker dominated the microphone with S-minute long 
soapbox speeches, laced with assumptions, emotions, and 
accusations, only rarely containing a well-intended and hon- 








est question. The moderator struggled to keep the panelists, 
especially the ones on the left, within the time limits and 
from engaging in personal attacks. The issues raised at the 
debate ran the gamut from affirmative action to corporations 
to US. politics. 

While the forum was lively, it was 
not because of any interchange of ideas. 
It was because of the impassioned recy- 
cling of the arguments for traditional 
leftist issues: affirmative action, anti- 
capitalism, minimum wage laws, and 
the like, without discussing anything 
new. No new thinking, no new ideas, no 
questioning of the last 30 years of leftist 
ideology Calling corporations (employ- 
ers) “evil” and pitting race against race 
and class against class is all well and 
good if you really believe in that sort of 
thing, but how does that answer the 
question: “which way are 
Chicanos/Latinos going in the next century?” 

For my part, enduring an hour-and-a-half of negativity, 
half-truths, lies, and false assumptions left me sullen and 
frustrated. The topic in question for the debate turned out to 


, be resoundingly answered that night: Chicano/Latino poli- 


tics are going absolutely nowhere. 

Chicano/Latino politics are going to remain dead in the 
water until the involved sides choose to see the others as 
real-live people, well-intended people, with which they must 
work and cooperate to achieve a unified goal. Real progress 
will be accomplished when people hold ideas of the past yet 
maintain a receptiveness to new ones. When legitimate and 
reasonable debate is encouraged, airing of differing concepts 
allowed, and evidence honestly considered, truth will be 
found. As people look objectively and critically at the evi- 
dence that debunks affirmative action, quotas, bilingual edu- 
cation and socialism, myths and misconceptions will fall. 
And when we seek out common ground with “the other 
side” and work from it, with good intent and openness to 
rational and well-reasoned discussion, we will finally, truly, 
be on the road to a better, stronger future for us all.

Currently Reed has the abil- 
ity to impose a contract upon 
the faculty once the extended 
contract expires. 

“Nobody really understands 
what the terms and conditions 
of an imposed contract would 
be,” said Tom Krabacher, pro- 
fessor of geography and presi- 
dent of the faculty senate. 

Stafaci hopes that today’s 
meeting will clarify those ques- 
tions. 

“By discussing our posi- 


tionis and demands, the CFA will hopefully begin 
to understand what the final offer would be,” said 


Strafaci. 

According to Krabacher the 
terms of an imposed contract 
are at the chancellor’s discre- 
tion. 

“Tt is entirely possible that
